County Not Likely 
to Lose on State 
Reapportionment 


State Average Is One Rep-

LITTLE ROCK.—(/Pj—The 1937 Ark- 


ansas legislature may be the last of its 
kind to meet at the state capitol here. 


Incomplete, unofficial returns tabu- 


lated from Tuesday's general election 
indicate that the people ratified by 
nearly a three to one majority Con- 
stitutional Amendment No. 25 which 
provides for reapportionmcnt of the 
state general assembly on a basis of 
population. 


Under provisions of the amendment 


the reapportionment must be carried 
out before next April 1. Its result wil] 
not be aparcnt until the 1936 legisla- 
ture assembles, but that group probab- 
ly will resemble tlie 1937 group only in 
numbers. 


The purpose of Amendment No. 25 


as set out in the measure is "for ap- 
portionment and reapportionment ol 
the senate and house of representa- 
tives on a bnssi of population; and cre- 
ating a board of apportionment consist- 
ing of the Governor, Secretary of State 
and Attorney General, and to vest in 
the supreme court of the state original 
jurisdiction, (a) to compel the boarc 
of apportionment to perfornv'its duty 
and (b) to revise any arbitrary action 
by the board in making any such ap- 
portionment. 


Although "the method of distribution 


is to be decided by the board, official 
census figures indicated that counties 
in Eastern and Southern Arkansas 
stood to gain representation by the re- 
apportionment. 


Total Remains Same 


The legislature at present is com- 


posed of 100 members of the house and 
35 members of the senate. Under the 
new amendment, these numbers are 
not to be reduced or increased. Fur- 
ther, each of the state's 75 counties 
must have at least one representative 


The amendment does not specify the 


number of senatorial districts, but does 
require that each district be composed 
of adjoining territory and woth no 
county divided. Each such district 
must have at least one senator. At 
present there are 34 districts, all hav- 
ing only one senator except the tenth 


Alaska Kuus to Kciiulcer

The new amendment provides that 


the apportionment of senators and rep- 
resentatives must be based upon pop- 
ulation as determined by federal cen- 
sus. After the 1937 reapportionment, 
the reapportionment 
must be made 


"on or before February 1 immeditely 
following each federal census." 


The last federal census (1930) gave 


Arkansas a population of 1,854,482. Re- 
cent census reports indicate that this 
has increased to slightly more than 
2,000,000 this year. But the 1930 figure 
is the last official count by counties. 


On this basis, the 100 representatives 


would each represent an average of 
18,545 persons. 


The present division of representa- 


tives shows 32 counties with a popula- 
tion of less than 19,000 and one of them 
(Franklin) has two representatives. 


There are 16 counties with popula- 


tion between 19,000 and 28,000. In this 
list six counties have two representa- 
tives each. These arc Clark, Conway, 
Crawford, Independence, Logan and 
Yell. 


The census shows 15 counties with 


population between 25.000 and 35,000. 
lii this group-, only five have more 
than one representative each. These 
arc Columbia. Hempstead, Lcc, Lonokc 
and pope with two each. 


There arc seven counties in which 


the population ranges from 35,000 to 
15.000 and two of them have onlv one 
representative each. These are Craig- 
head and Crittcndcn. Bcnton, Gar- 
land. Phillips and White have two 
each, while Washington has throe. 


The records show three counties 


with populations ranging from 45.000 
to G5.000. Of these, Sebastian and Jef- 
ferson have three representing each 
while.1 Union has only one. 


One for 65,0011 


Mississippi and Pulaski county have 


more than 65.000 populatii n. Pulaski 


Mississippi 
has four representatives, 
lias one. 


With each county reserved one rep- 


resentative, the reapportionmcnt board 
will have 25 seats to distribute among 
the inoie populous sectors. The boan 
will decide upon what percentage basis 
and between which counties to make 
this division. 


The state's 3o senators, divided on a 


basis, of population, would each repre- 
sent an average oi 53.000 citizens. Be-

Criticism Is Fatal to Child's Talents 


I noticed a page of draw- 


ings by child; en in a daily paper here 
qnci arrj amazed by a child of two- 
years-and-nine-months who drew the 
picture of "a man with a hat." Quite 
clear it was. To think of a baby being 
able to outline from like that. How 
many people stop, to think pictures 
drawn by children are remarkable to 
a degree? What happens between the 
time of first brave endeavor, and ma- 
turity, when many of these self-made 
artists will protest that they cannot 
draw a crooked line? 


It is a great thing to be able to draw. 


To me, it is like.being able to pull 
rabbits or gold-fish out of a hat. There 
is something mystic about the hand 
being able to reproduce what the eye 
sees. Yet, sometimes I think all chil- 
dren are artists more or less. Once a 
little boy of three said he was going 
to draw a goat. And he did draw one. 
Unmistakably'it was a goat. Now he 
is six, and insists tiiat he can't draw 
a goat, or anything else. What hap- 
pened to bis invenjiveness? Very pos- 
sibly he has become self-conscious. 
And that is the end of inventiveness, 
I think. 


Few Survive Criticism 


It is not always so, however. Some 


children go right through life retaining 
their gift of reproduction on paper. 
These have never let fear of criticism 
affect their efforts. It must be so, for 
cannot think of anything else. Chil- 
dren react differently to comment.

Don't Stifle Ability

permitted to give vent to without in- 
terference. Of course, only the out- 
standing examples were chosen, no 
doubt, but the ones I saw were incred- 
ibly good. The idea is so advanced 
that few schools favor it. Right here 
we run into Trouble, because early 
training is considered indispensible to 
mature perfection. 


But in all creative work, I believe, 


there is too much tendency to stifle 
and make it conform to technical 
standards, before the faith of the child 
is set in himself. Art is only one of j 
dozens of things the child does, that 
we are overly anxious to pour into 
the iron moulds of standard; in early 
years particularly, when discourage- 
ment means the end.

in the United States. 


Administrator Rexford G. Tugwell 


and Senator Joe T. Robinson, Demo- 
cratic majority leader of the senate, 
have accepted invitations, and Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Henry Wallace has 
indicated he will attend. 


The map shows the general layout 


of the 5,800-acre tract of fertile land in 
the Arkansas river valley between 
Little Rock and Fine Bluff, 3,600 of 
which have been divided into 36-acre 
farms for the resettlement of 100 low- 
income farm families. 


About 450 persons arc employed, with 


a monthly payroll of $32.000, in con- 
struction of the 100 four, five and six- 
room houses, which will be ready for 
occupancy in time for the resettled 
families to make a 1937 crop, according 
to Regional Director T. Roy Reid. This 
is the first of ycveral samiliar projects 
approved for the sixth region, in which 
the resettled families will be given 40 
years to amortize their debt to the 
government at 3 per cent interest.

Transportation is the big item. Fig- 


uring rail and bus fare, the figure for 
shipping a team from coast to coast 
runs very high—in Ihe neighborhood 
og $10,000 to $12,000. 


'Then there are food bills, hotel bilk, 


and incidental expenses run up by the 
boys on the trip. These figures gen- 
erally will add up to between §4000 
and $5000. 


In connection with the Rose Bowl 


game, many persons figure that the 
western squad has little expense to 
meet. However, this item is consider- 
able, considering the fact that the 
game is nearly in our back yard. 


Stanford's expense in the past has 


been around $8000 for a trip to the 
Bowl. This Is itemized thusly: Equip- 
ment, $2000; travel budget, between 
J1500 and $1700; and hotel and inci- 
dental expenses, between $3500 and 
$3700. 


Reason for the high food and hotel 


bills is that this particular game is 
played on New Year's Day. and our 
school usually is out for the Christmas 
holidays. This meaijs that all the 
sleeping and eating facilities must be 
furnished by the school for the .play- 
ers who are held oyer; for the game.'

players get out of the games besides 
travel. 


In playing intersectional contests, 


each section has a chance to show its 
wares and prove superiority over the 
other. Also, the games give the boys 
on the western teams a chance to get 
away from their own environment 
and see just what other schools in dif- 
ferent sections of the country are 
doing.

in China; and Russia is quite occupied 
with the threats against her in Europe. 


"The war danger seems lo me to be 


lessening for the moment in Asia— 
and yet Communism, or Bolshevism, 
remains as the greatest threat to peace, 
a veritable invention of the devil. 


'I came home from Korea by way of 


Russia—and found Russia to be a land 
of decay, the product of an economic 
philosophy which prohibits the peo- 
ple from owning their own cars, their 
own farms, or any other private prop- 
erty. Such a policy robs the people of 
all incentive, and is reflected in the 
dejected spirit of the entire nation. 


"The Japanese live in deadly fear 


that such a spirit might penetrate their 
own people—and in that fear lies the 
seed of possible future war." 


Humorous Notes 


Dr. Wilson paid tribute to one side of 


Japanese private life. He said that 
when a Japanese business man goes 
home after the day's work he sheds his 
American 
• clothes, takes a bath, and 


then lounges about the house during 
the evening in his comfortable and 
of the doctor's famous jokes in Korea, 
healthful kimona. The speaker observ- 
ed that'this allowed the Japanese to 
relax thoroughly—and he cited this as 
an improvement over the high-ten- 
tension life of Americans, who die 
early of heart disease. Dr. Wilson 
said that he found, his own relaxation 
in Korea by going away in the moun- 
tains once a week with his dogs and his 
guns, rind forgetting about the hos- 
pital and the problems of- the sick. 


He recalled an amusing thing in ;i 


Japanese hotel. The Japanese place 
very hot water in a huge tub for their 
hotel guests.
